Testator Leaves Whole estate to 
His Widow. 



Owensboro, Ky., Jan. 20.— The 
will of John D. Elliott, the wealthy 
tobacconist, who died several weeks 
ago, was admitted to probate in the 
County Court. The instrument is 
typewritten and contains but three 
small paragraphs. The testator 
leaves the whole of his estate to his 
widow, At tbe time of his death, 
Mr. Elliott had insurance on tail 
life to the amount of $86,000. Th« 
whole of this was made payable to 
Mrs Elliott aed the biggest portion 
of it has already been paid. Short- 
ly before his death Mr. Elliott made 
application for two policies had 
been examined at the main office of 
the insurance company and were 
favorably acted upon and policies 
issued. They were sent to Loui 
ville agent of the company for de- 
livered Mr. Elliott was fatally 
stricken. At that time friends of 
the family made an effort to se 
the policies, but the insuri 
agents declined to surrender tl 
It is said that an effort will be made 
to collect the face value of the poli 
cies— $50,000— and that if payment 
is refused the courts will be re-, 
sorted to.

If the report is correct of the 
jaaons given by Judge Cantrill for 
ia order dissolving the injunction 
granted by Judge Polsgrove, of 
Franklin county, in the suit of 
Meacham against the Democratic 
committee, we do not well see how 
one can have such standing in 
court as would permit the issuance 
of an injunction at his petition.

, but it naturally causes the 
inquiry, of Mr. Meacham has no 
itandiug in court who has?

A LIE NAILED. 
The Elkton Times has for some 
time past shown a persistent incli 
nation to not only misrepresent 
facts in regard to the editor of the 
Kentuckian, but is disposed to go 
out of the way to display more *r 
less venom. In its latest issue tbe 
Times reprints a column otjvituper- 
atian from the Lexington Demo 
crat, with its editorial approval 
d follows it up with charges of 
disloyalty to the party on the part 
of Mr. Meacham, because he has 
dared to oppose and expose crii 
among pets of the Beckham ad- 
istration. It is the settled pol- 
icy of this paper to keep out of con- 
troversies with other papers; but in 
order that the public may know the 
methods that are being resorted to 
pers controlled by the 
Frankfort machine, we reproduce 
a portion of the Democrat's collec 
tion of false statements: 

"The attitude of Mr. Meacham in 
this fight on the committee in which 
he holds membership, is plain to all 
who have watched his course since 
Gov Beckham succeeded the late 
lamented William Goebel.

SOW LEGENDS GROW. 
Origin of Song Wrapped In Mystery 
While Author Lives. 
It is a curious coincidence, sayBthe 

New York Poat, that the real author 
of "listen to the Mocking Bird" 
should have died while there was run- 
ning at one of our theaters a light op- 
era constructed around an imaginary 
romantic story of the composition of 
that very song. The librettist, in this, 
case, had expressly di?<_laimed any at- 
tempt at historical accuracy in the 
Construction of the piece, but he was 
doubtless surprised to have sup- 
posedly authentic anecdotes about 
the mocking-bird song appear on the 
heels of his piece of dramatic license. 
The very fact that the authorship of 
the song was so completely forgotten 
during the lifetime of its author that 
sentimental legends could be woven 
about it as though it w< re a folk-song 
of immemorial antiquity, shows how 
quickly a composition of this kim! 
lo.-is its identity and is credited to 
the prolific "Anon." The monument 
itself may bo as enduring as Ira.-^. but 
the inscription is quit kly rubb, d off. 
There ie a moral in it, like Hamlet's 
fptech about the groat man'6 mem- 
ory. The account which is vouched 
for as the true story of how Septimus 
Winner came to write the song, is 
i|uite as unusual as the fiction. It 
was in 1862. Mr. Winner, then 26 
years old, lived in Philadelphia. His 
opposite neighbor kept a mocking- 
bird in a cage, and the young man 
often listened to it? singing.
